NEW YORK—The demand that a “modus vivendi” be estab- 
lished between Jews and non-Jews in America is advanced by 
Albert Jay Nock in his second article on “The Jewish Problem in 
America,” published in July issue of Atlantic Monthly. Nock bases 
his demand on a theory he develops that American Jews, no matter 
how long they have been living in the United States, are still 
Orientals “settled in an Occidental civilization.” 

The article speaks of a “reciprocal disability” allegedly existing 
| between Jews and the non-Jews in America and says that this 
disability “is the fundamental thing that any effort to arrange a 
durable modus vivendi between the two peoples must take into 


Emphasizing that the Jew became Occidental “only by resi- 
dence” but not by nature, Nock quotes a prominent American 
rabbi as having said lately: “I have been an American forty years, 
but I have been a Jew five thousand years.” The author of the arti- 
cle supports the rabbi’s utterance, which he says was criticised as 
injudicious. “The man was right,” Nock writes. “He had been a 
Jew five thousand years, and could no more help it than he could 
fly. He spoke of something which runs infinitely deeper than any 
merely political allegiance—his sense of membership in the world’s 
greatest and most powerful tradition. 
himself; certainly not by the accident of having been born in an 
alien political domain, and least of all by taking out naturalization 


Referring constantly to the “Occidental mass-man’s view on the 
Jews,” Nock asserts that “uneasiness and dissatisfaction is dis- 
played at the part which Jews are playing in our public life.” He 
states that the non-Jews in America estimate that there are 63 per 
cent Jews among the 959,146 civil employes in federal executive 


He alleges that the “Occidental mass-man” in America believes 
that “despite the letter of our immigration laws, our government 
is distinctly and specially and reprehensibly squeezable” in the 
direction of admitting Jewish refugees. He insists that because of 
the fact that majority Jews live in the largest American cities, “the | 
Occidental mass-man meditates savagely on the chances that a 
merciful Providence may some day send him a couple of sotnias of 
Cossaks to help straighten things out.” He also claims that the 
“Oecidental mass-man” in America dislikes “the Jew’s economic 
successes and economic practices.” 

Nock concludes by saying that he “finds it most disquieting” 
" | that there is “a thick fog of silence” over the Jewish problem in 
America. “It bodes no good,” he says. 
that the lamentable antipathies which are simmering and festering 
beneath it are increasing in volume at a rate which I find as ter-

War’s Path Enmeshes 
5,000,000 More Jews; 
3 Million in Ukraine 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
LONDON — With approximately 


5,000,000 Jews in the direct path of 
the German armed forces driving 
into Soviet Russia from the Baltic 
to the Black Sea, many Jews were 
among the victims as the Nazis 
unleashed widespread air raids on 
Ukrainian and other Soviet cities. 

Of the 5,000,000 Jews in the 
U. S. S. R., the largest group, 
numbering some 3,000,000, are in 
the Ukraine, primary objective of 
the Nazi invasion, and the Crimea. 
The bulk of these are engaged in 
industrial work, while some 200,000 
are settled in the Jewish colonies 
of the Ukraine and Crimea. Some 
of these colonies have existed for 
more than a hundred years, some 
were founded by the Jewish Colo- 
nization Association (ICA) and 
some were created with funds ad- 
vanced by the American organiza- 
tion, AGRO-JOINT. 

The second largest group, num- 
bering some 1,500,000, are in 
Soviet-occupied Poland. These in- 
clude thousands who fled from the 
Nazi-held areas of Poland, where 
they faced persecution, confine- 
ment to ghettos and slow starva- 
tion. Other large groups in the 
path of the invading Nazi legions 
include some 350,000 in the Baltic 
states, approximately 200,000 of 
whom live in Lithuania, and 200,000 
in Bessarabia and northern Buko- 
vina.

Lo, A Prophet! 





N ARTICLE on anti-Semitism in America, in 

the June Atlantic Monthly, is ominous with 
suggestion of a dreadful fate for America. To be 
sure, it has to do altogether with the fate of 
American Jews, but America itself will have to 
die before Jews can come to the unhappy end 
that is prophesied for them. 

It frightens one more to think of America 
dying a horrible death than of us Jews being 
made to suffer here. (Jews have suffered in all 
the times and are inured to pain anyway.) 

If Atlantic Monthly’s picture of the possible 
picture of American Jews is true, then America 
itself is on the way out; this is to say, the 
America of democracy and freedom, the America 
of the Declaration and the Constitution. 

(What will be done then with the original of 
the Declaration of Independence that is kept so 
magnificently on view in the Library of Con- 
gress?) 

The article—“The Jewish Problem in America” 
by Albert Jay Nock—discusses what has been 
currently happening against Jews in America. 
Then Mr. Nock considers what governments in 
the past did to Jews under strong demagogic 
pressure, and finally says: 

“When our economic reckoning comes due; when 
the bilked and necessitous proletariat and the 
equally necessitous middle class feel the squeeze 
forcing them together in a demonstration against 
anything that can be made to look like a common 
enemy; when the upper class remains sullen and 
apathetic; when proletarian demagogues through- 
out the country raise the old cry “Der Jud ist 
schuld”—the government will then be under an 
unprecedented temptation to use the ensuing agi- 
tation as a lightning rod. If I keep up my family’s 
record of longevity, I think it is not impossible 
that I shall live to see the Nuremberg laws re- 
enacted in this country and enforced with vigor.” 

a * * 


This was enough to send chills up and down 
any American’s spine. It was as if to be told 
that in her old age one’s own mother might go 
crazy with an insanity that would make her mon- 
strous in cruelty. 

If one is a Jewish American he began at once 
to take stock of everything the Nuremberg laws 
had done to Jews in Germany, and what would 
they do to Jews here? 

Yes, I thought, I shall be made to give up my 
newspaper job. (One always thinks of himself 
first at the sign of calamity.) After all the years 
of being the competent and faithful worker that 
I am, I shall be fired. 

One day the editor will summon me: “Segal, 
I am very sorry to have to let you out. Of 
course, it isn’t my idea. You know the new laws: 
No Jew may work on any American newspaper. 
I’m terribly sorry.” 

My children will be declassed and degraded. 
There is the one who is the lawyer. He will be 
barred from the law courts. Around the stone 
eaves of our courthouse is carved a brave declara- 
tion of what justice in America means. It was 
written by the Chief Justice and former President, 
William Howard Taft. In the courthouse lobby 
stands the statue of a young militia man who 
died there defending American institutions against 
a mob the time had the courthouse riot 
long ago. 

My son will protest: 
mean anything anymore

“Do none of these things 
this assertion of civil 











and social righteousness carved on this courthouse, 
this symbol of the marble statue? Don’t they 
mean anything?” 

“You’re a Jew, Segal, and you know what the 
new law is on Jews practicing.” 

The Nuremberg laws will operate on the bus 
on which I ride in the morning. At present I 
enjoy these bus rides, what with smoking my 
pipe, what with conversation. My non-Jewish 
neighbors and I talk about the dreadful way 
things are going in the world and what should be 
done to save America from all that. Mr. Mc- 
Guire says thank God his great-great grand- 
father was courageous enough to come over here. 

Nuremberg laws will segregate me in a sepa- 
rate section in the rear of the bus. I am sure 
McGuire will resent this and will ask me to sit 
with him, but I shall say, No! I thank you, 
thovgh, Mr. McGuire. For if he is seen sitting 
with me in a bus, he may be arrested for race 
defilement, and I wouldn’t for the world do any- 
thing to hurt Mr. McGuire. 

Then there is Essie. Essie is the girl who works 
in our house. She is under 40 and Nuremberg 
laws forbid any woman under 40 to work in a 
Jewish family. 

“Essie,” I will have to say to her, “I must let 
you go. The law says you are not old enough 
to work for us, since we are Jews.” 

“But, Mr. Segal, you’ve been so kind to me. 

“But, Essie, kindness doesn’t count any more. 
Nothing decent counts any more in America. But 
this isn’t really America: America is dead.”

Mr. Nock’s prophecy ‘oesn’t frghten me so 
much after I have pictured it in the actuality of 
Nuremberg laws enforced in America. It seems 
reduced to absurdity by the very frightfulness of 
the picture. 

It can’t happen here unless there is a revolution 
that upsets the Congress as we know it and abol- 
ishes the Constitution and destroys the Supreme 
Court and its protection of Americans in their 
rights. If you have any faith in the democratic 
process as a corrective of abuses you can not 
believe in such a revolutionary upheaval. 

It can’t happen here unless Hitler takes Amer- 
ica body and soul, as he has taken France which, 
having given him its body now is surrendering to 
him its soul which used to be so luminous, To 
prophesy Nuremberg laws in America is like sur- 
rendering to Hitler without a shot, like saying, 
“Well, it’s coming anyway and so what’s the use 
to fight Hitler?” I can not believe in an American 
surrender to Hitler. 

To believe that it can not happen here may be 
naive faith in me, yet there is vitality in faith and 
I recommend its life-giving to Mr. Nock. Mr. 
Nock’s wild prophesy of American doom is about 
as helpful as the croakings of Evangelists who, 
from time to time, have disorganized morale in 
whole communities by predictions of the world 
coming to an end, They at least documented 
their prophecies by chapter and verse of Revela- 
tions. (If American democracy may be on the 
way out why spend these billions to defend our 
way of life?) , 

There has been terrific casualty among prophets 
in a world that moves so swiftly that today’s 
prophecy is caught up with and devoured by the 
tomorrow’s event. The wiser prophet doesn’t try 
for long distance; he is humbly grateful if he is 
allowed to see as far as the next hour.

The Editor’s Chair, 

I have been making trips 
throughout the state in the past 
three or four weeks, and I must 
say that I am enheartened no end. 
The Post definitely has become a 
factor in state Jewish affairs, and 
its word has come to be looked 
to as of some significance in de- 
termining policies in many local 
and state groups. 

The thing that 
most was how certain individuals 
would remember one editorial or 
one article in The Post and tell 
me how much they liked it. For 
instance, in Fort Wayne last Fri- 
day, Dr. N. L. Salon, who is presi- 
dent of the Fort Wayne Jewish 
Federation, commended the edi- 
torials on the niggardliness of too 
many Jewish givers which ap- 
peared recently at the time of the 
campaign of the Jewish Welfare 
Fund. Then at lunch last Friday 
at the Berghoff Grill, all the fel- 
lows commented on the letter The 
Post had received from a Morley 
Wembert, in which he took issue 
with The Post because it said that 
certain criteria (such as member- 
ship in country clubs and vaca- 
tions) could pretty definitely de- 
termine, what a man should give 
to the Welfare Fund. 

The same was true in 
ville and in Terre Haute. 

You know it is discouraging to 
write and write and then get coim- 
ment only from those antagonized, 
while those who approve usually 
don’t take the troube to comment 
or commend. 

As to the matter of carrying 
weight in state affairs, The Post’s 
fight for a more democratic sys- 
tem of electing in the state assvo- 
ciation of B’nai B’rith has created 
quite a stir. In fact, many leading 
lodge members throughout Indi- 
ana have come around to believing 
that the present method should be 
discarded in favor of the abolition 
of the nominating committee en 
tirely, and I imagine that such a 
movement would gain the support 
of Sam Mantel, whose 
mendation to that effect was

HAT Sam Mantel has done for the Indianapolis 

lodge of B’nai B’rith can be accomplished for 
any organization by any of its leaders at any 
time. 

If only one of the elder leadership in The Fed- 
eration would come out for election of representa- 
tives to thdt body, the fact would no sooner be 
said than effected. If any member of the elder 
leadership fo the Jewish Community Center Asso- 
ciation would take a stand against the present 
paternalistic system whereby the board appoints 
the nominating committee, the nominating com- 
mittee names only one person for each vacancy, 
and then the board elects the officers, this remark- 
able “democratic” tight-rope walking would go 
the way of all out-worn arrangements. 

What it takes is someone with the vision and 
the fundamental feeling for democracy like Mr. 
Mantel. The Post may have crystallized a belief 


in the need for the return of organization rule to 
the membership, but The Post could begin writing 
today on the subject and finish in the year 2000, 
and still without the assent and active help of 
one of the elder leaders like Mr. Mantel, Mr. 
Borinstein, Mr. Feibleman, Mr. Mueller or Mr. 
Rauh, the same paternalistic system which marks 
most of the important organizations in the city 
would continue. 

The Post suggests to the Federation and to the 
J.C. C. A. that it keep an eye on the Indianapolis 
lodge of B’nai B’rith and see if the doldrums of 
the past two years of that organization do not 
disappear in a resurgence of accomplishment, 
popularity and growth because of the renewed 
interest of the membership at large who will feel 
again that the Indiaanpolis lodge of B’nai B’rith is 
their lodge and their organization. 


First Step By G. J. C. Deserves Praise 


i ore importance of the quiet announcement by 

the General Jewish Council of the coordina- 
tion of the defense activities of the member 
agencies of the body should not be underesti- 
mated, despite the announcement this week of the 
formation of the third agency for the discussion 
of the place of the Jew after the war. TheG. J.C, 
announcement means that the Anti-Defamation 
League of the B’nai B’rith and the American 
Jewish Committee’s division fighting anti-Semi- 


tism will now work in unison. This move natu- 
rally does not affect the work of the American 
Jewish Congress in the same field and leaves the 
problem of the conflict and duplication in the 
other fields. 

Despite the pitiful impotence of the G. J. C. 
since its organization, no one, not even its most 
severe critics, will hesitate to give it full credit 
when it makes even the slightest move toward the 
goal for which it was organized. 


Summer Outing for B’nai B’rith 


+ hy subject of a summer picnic or outing for 

B’nai B’rith has come up again and deserves 
special consideration this year because of the 
situation in the local lodge. 

In the first place the budget for the program 
committee this past year was only half used up 
giving a considerable leeway for the expenditure 
of funds. Yet a picnic need not necessarily cause 
the lodge any great expense. In the second place 
this surplus in the allotment for the program 
committee resulted in part from the fact that no 
large meetings had been held in the past several 
months, an added reason for arranging a get- 
together where the membership at large could 
take part in fun and play. 

The Indianapolis lodge this past year held no 
dance or other social affair of any significance 


designed deliberately to bring the membership 
together strictly for play. Instead the usual 
work of membership, retention, anti-defamation, 
Hillel, A. Z. A., and so forth were as heavy if not 
heavier this year than in the past. The entire 
situation sums up to some sort of an outing. If 
not a picnic, then the lodge could follow the plan 
of the Louisville lodge which annually sponsors 
a combination golf tournament, tennis tourna- 
ment, all-day outing, and banquet at the Standard 
Club, which is that city’s Jewish country club, 
and which for that day allows the Lonisville 
lodge the free run of the establishment for: the 
payment only of greens fees for the golfers, and 
of course, for the banquet climaxing the affair. 

In any event it seems pretty logical that the 
B’nai B'rith owes its membership a day of play. 


Current Comment 


Albert Jay Nock’s Article in The Atlantic 
Monthly Predicting Nuremberg Laws For U. S. 
Attacked by Maurice Samuel—In effect, then, 
Mr. Nock tells us that we must avoid depressions, 
or it will be practically impossible to prevent 
anti-Semitic outbursts. He intimates further that 
there is only one way, his way, of averting a de- 
pression, and that is to cut down Federal spend- 
ing. Again he may be right. But is this dealing 
with anti-Semitism as such? Is it not rather 
equivalent to saying: “There is no genuine prob- 
lem of anti-Semitism per se. There is only the 
instinct of the mob in bad times to find a scape- 
goat, and the Jew is the’ natural scapegoat.” 
That last clause is implied, of course, and here 
lies the fundamental evasion. 


Why is the Jew the natural scapegoat? Why 
not other minorities in the same degree? Is not 
this and nothing else the specific problem of anti- 
Semitism? F\. to talk in general of disorders 


in times of want, of the deflection of popular 
resentment toward innocent minorities is to utter 
platitudes. To explain why the Jew is a natural 
target, why he attracts such resentments, why 
the periods of peace he is permitted to enjoy are 
the only interludes, why he is chosen in history 
for this role—that would be dealing with the 
essence of the problem, which Mr. Nock no more 
approaches than do the other “well-intentioned 
people” he has mentioned. 


But that treatment of anti-Semitism, basic, in- 
formed, scholarly, should not be demanded of 
someone who did not hear of American anti- 
Semitism until two years ago. It certainly is not 
Mr. Nock’s fault. But we can hardly acquit the 
editors of the Atlantic of the charge of a certain— 
well carelessness, in choosing to open a discus- 
sion on so bloody and desperate a matter in this 
manner.
